GENERAL REPORT. 


The report for this year shows a decease in the number of books 
circulated compared with the great record made last year. This does 
not mean thrt public interest has abated. The reason is that the re- 
port really shows the work of but ten and a half months, as the 
Library was closed about six weeks pending the re-classification of 
the books; and certain departments were closed for a still longer 
period. In fact, of late, the monthly record shows an improvement 
over that of last year. 

The Library has been reclassified by the Trustees; and is now on 
a permanent basis in this respect. It is now classed thoroughly by 
the Dewey system; and the Cutter system of book numbers has been 
introduced. This places the Library on the same basis of the famous 
libraries of the land. In addition, a very thorough card cata- 
logue has been made. And all of this work was done by the Trustees 
without cost (other than of material used) to the town. The town 
should appreciate this, as the same work done in other towns of this 
state has cost each town several hundred dollars. 

The Library needs, or rather its patrons need, one thing more to 
be done to make it thoroughly effective in its mission—a printed cata- 
logue to go into each household free of cost. This has been done in 
every adjacent towns and should be done here. Therefore we urge 
the special appropriation of $100.00 for this purpose. The great 
work involved in its preparation for the printer will be done by the 
Trustees without cost to the town. Of course this is urged solely in 
the interest of the people whose Library itis. As far as the manage- 
ment is concerned we are willing to get along with the card catalogue 
alone. But we find the 900 patrons of the library unwilling to do 
this; and we cannot blame them. If the town will vote to appropri- 
ate money for this purpose, the catalogue can be kept up to date with- 
out much trouble by adopting the scheme pursued in many other 
towns in this state: of publishing in each yearly town report a list of 
the books added during the year. In this nanner the readers and the 
Library will be kept in touch. . 

Miss Weston was obliged to resign her position of Librarian in 
July, much to our regret. Miss Wright was appointed in her place and 
held office until October, when Miss Helen G. Sartwell succeeded her. 

We solicit the contribution of books and periodicals. A few 
have thus aided us .this vear, notably the Rev. Fr. Riley and Mrs. 
Eftie Jean Noyes. We also received gifts of books from the Rey. A. 
W. Jenks and the Rev. D. C. Hinton, Curate-in-charge of the local 
Episcopal mission during the summer.

GENERAL REPORT. 


The foregoing statities show a large net revenue to the town. 
But it does not show the real result of the first year’s work of the 
Police Court. For, to the $297.44 reported, there should he added 
$132.10 still unpaid by respondents (who are responsible parties) ; 
making in all $429.54, less officer’s fees of $2.12; in short, $427.42 
really represents the net profit to the town gained through the police 
department. 

Nothing has been done on the civil side of the court. People 
seem to forget, if they know, that this court has jurisdiction in all 
civil cases where the ad damnum is not more than $100 and the title 
to real estate is not involved. And the court sits once a month. That 
the citizens may know, I take this occasion of publishing an order as 
to the monthly sessions of this court on its civil side: 

1. The regular terms for the trial of all civil cases within the 
jurisdiction of this court, and lawfully entered therein, shall be the 
first Tuesdays of each month in the year. 

2. Alirules of the Supreme Court as far as practically appli- 
cable are adopted as the rules of practice in this court. 

My commission from the Governor and Council is dated April 1, 
1896 and permits me to hold office until seventy years of age; i. e., for 
forty-one more years. Mr. Elbridge W. Snow was appointed Special 
Justice at the same. All the reported cases, however, have been tried 
before me.
